Hello  Colleagues, 


For  your  information,  at  the  link  above  you  will  find  a community-oriented 
fact  sheet  that  now  appears  on  the  University  of  Arizona  Web  site  about  the 
Gold  King  mine  spill/release  and  its  implications.  U of  A receives  grant 
funding  from  the  Superfund  Research  Program  to  which  EPA  contributes;  it 
appears  their  Gold  King  work  was  done  through  their  Cooperative  Extension 
program  which  does  many  public  outreach  efforts. 


You  will  note  an  extensive  public  outreach/explanatory  effort  in  their  fact 
sheet.  They  collected  their  own  data  from  Cement  Creek  and  the  Rivers  and 
presented  it  here,  and  their  scientists  made  calculations  of  mass, 
concentrations,  dilution  ratios,  etc.  Their  fact  sheet  discusses  the  Colorado 
River  basin  (and  Yuma  farming  community)  and  theoretical  receptors  - 
beyond  the  San  Juan  River. 


The  fact  sheet  has  public-friendly  sections  on: 


•□□□□□□Cd  What  happened  in  the  accident 
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•L n ZiL  Why  is  it  yellow,  and  what  is  acid  mine  drainage? 

•□□□□□□□□  Sample  results  and  what  is  in  the  leak?  - specific  values  for 
contaminants,  mass,  etc.

You  may  want  to  take  a look  at  their  effort;  I am  wondering  whether  the 
information  they’ve  provided  comports  with  the  public  outreach  fact  sheets 
and  information  that  EPA  has  released  on  the  spill.
